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1. The former German improvised airfield of LOOZ-RUDA PABJANIGRA 
(2 52/0 93), whose hangars were destroyed, had no runway. 
German PWws have been engaged since August 1945 in grading 
work, the construction of a runway, a semietircular taxiway 
and 30 trapezoidal parking sites. A Soviet Air Force major 
had Lsen the cO and was in charge of construction work until 
arch 1946, when he was replaced by Polish Air Force Major 
BACZINSKI,who, together with the PWs, was transferred to the 
GDYNIA (2 55/¥ 44) airfield in January 1947. He was allevedly 
later executsd. German Piis and German women worked at the 
airfield. The Polish Air Force Bn No. 1 guarded the Pils and 
supervised the work done at the field. :
